Tho offsets of tho oxplsion were felt 
considerable distaucos awiy. Portion of 
the roof of the far-famel Five Storied 
Pagoda was blown away, and obout 200 
yards of the City wall in the vicinity af the 
North Gate collapsed. % 

Up. to the [moment it is impossible ta 
estimate the real extent af the damage. A 
wide area Was aflectéa- and il-condit ioned 
houses far removed from ont ‘another have 
fallen down, T¢ will be some time befae 
the total of these is ubbained. 

The shock-caused by the uxplosion alam- 
ed the whole of the inhabitants of the city 
and when first fears were quelled almost 
nll the popdlice sought the available rotf 
tops tu ascertain what bad lappéned. The 
sight which met their gaze was appalling—a 
vast and dense vulume of smoke and dust 

. Ascending far into the sky from the localit 
of the magazine. It was immectintely 
guessed whit had happend and a large 
concourse of excited pouple rushed towarls 
the scone of demolition from all quarters. 

Officials were carly on the scene and an 
army of rescuors were set at work to assist 
the wounded and recover the dead. The 
temples in the vicinity wore utilised for the 
time being ay hospitals, and were soon filled 
with torn and bleeding humanity.” 

So far the cause of tho oxplosion has not 
been discovered, but tho finding of the 
temains of a mngazine oficial with a pipe 

_ clasped in one hand, leads the officials to 
boliove that a fire wns startud by smaking. 
Whether this is so will spver be known. 
No-one who was in tho immediate vicinity 
of the magazine at the timois. now alive.

Tho report on Queen's College for 1006, 
conipiled- by Dr G. H. Untoson Wright; 
ia published in Lhu current issue of the 
Roverninent Gurette, Tho tatal on the school 
roll wad’ 1418, and the average attendance 
1005, the regular attondaitce boing tatis- 
factory. Tho exponyos of the college were 
$56,132 ag compared with $0,585 in 1905, 
the decrease boing due to the low rate of 
exchange taken in the estimntes as opposed 
to tho actual high quotation of the Moxioan 
dollar ‘on the market, anil reductions in 
salaries caused by now sppointmenta at, 
initial valayics. Fees and refunds provided 
5G per cent of the expenses, and the 
cost. of cach boy to the public revenue 
was 824,45, being $4.21 les than in 1005. 
In the Oxford Local Uxaninations only 
12 certificntes were obtained (against 22 in 
1905), the jorcentage of passes being 
Soniors, 16; Juniurs 33; Preliminary “4. 
At the annual examination for prizes (81 
boys were vximined and 841 (81 per cent.) 
In the lower school 91 por cent. 
The work of the year—though not 
equal to tho high standard of 1905—is con- 
sidered highly sitisfactory, oxpecially with 
regard to Composition, Geography, Dieta- 
tien, Reading, Conversation, with transl- 
tien from and into Chinese.

lation had placed British ships’ at any 
disidyantage as compared with foreigners, 
Referring to the lisbility of shipowners, 
Sir William Lyne maintained that the Sea 
Carriage of Goods Act should ho continued, 
Ho omphasisod Apatralia’n grest desire to 
give British owners preferenco against 
foreigners, and considered thnt shipowners 
ought to-recognias that more than they did. 

On the motion of Sir Joseph Ward (New 
Zoaland) the conference agreed to five 
resolutions providing: First, that the 
imc of tho Board of Tmdo” survoy 
certificates in thé ‘case of non-passenger 
vewtls, and™ako tho Board of Trade 
standards.and “ertificates respecting hull,
